OUR AMERICAN LEAGUE 
A 
MERICA at last is full-grown. The Act 
of Chapultepec, adopted by the Inter- 


American Conference on War and Peace, 


representing 20 independent nations of 


this hemisphere, has created a new League 
of Nations for this Now World, corre­ 


sponding to the League now in process of 


construction for the world in general. The 


Good Neighbor Policy created in recent 


years at the instigation of the United 


States is apparently developing into some­ 


thing greater and more effective than any­ 


thing contemplated in the original plan. 
There will now be a new basis for unity 
and cooperation in this hemisphere, em­ 
bracing all of our New World from the Ca­ 
nadian border southward to Tierra del 
Fuego, and naturally including our terri­ 
tory’ of Alaska, which in due time will be­ 
come another full-fledged State in our na­ 
tional Union. Canada is expected to join 
the group a little later.

This night 
out program applies to New Yorkers as 
well as to visiting firemen. 


As matters stand now it is pretty dift’i- 
cult to do both a night club and a theatre 
in one evening. The only way to work ii is 
j to go to the club at 7 p. rn. for dinner and 
then go to the show. But many working 
I people are not in a position to make that 
(schedule and the result is that the enter- 
| tainment spending is spread out over more 
j nights with thinner returns for all con* I 
I cerned.

Various Types of Pneumonia 


I. P to • few year* ago we had I and a feeling of fatigue and weak- 
only one or two kinds of pneumo- I ness. Furthenhore it may last for 
nia to deal with. There was, first, j weeks, differing from th* short 
plain, ordinary pneumonia, lobar 
course of one of the regular com- 
pneumonia, so called because it hit ! mon pneumonias. 
all of one lobe of a lung, and 
would hit a fellow like a load of 
bricks right in the midst of good 
health. Then there were the case* 
of broneho-pneumonia which fol­ 
lowed measles and scarlet fever 
and 
bad colds. 
They 
affected 
mostly children. 
A number of observers described 
a peculiar pneumonia called psita- 
cosis, and they found it was I 
spread by parrots. A parrot would 
get sniffly and have a running ( 
nose and act very dejected and the ! 
owner would hover over it and the 
next thing you knew the owner j 
would have the same thing, and it 
usually developed into pneumonia. 
This condition, which for a year 
or two assumed epidemic propor­ 
tions, was checked by stopping the 
importation of parrots, at least 
sick parrots, from foreign porta. 
Then a new kind of pneumonia 
hove into the knowledge of medi­ 
cal men and it was called virus 
pneumonia. It was a good deal 
like parrot pneumonia. Comes the 
connecting link with the report of 
three doctors. Lieutenants Levin­ 
son and Gibbs, of the Army, and 
Dr. Bearwood of Philadelphia, 
that they have traced some ca*cs 
of virus penumonia to infection by 
pigeons. 
One patient was a man who kept 
a flock of racing pigeons and over 
half of the flock had blood tests 
which showed that they had once 
had a form of virus pneumonia. 
Several similar cases have been 
reported since. In some instances, 
the patient waa the owner of a 
pigeon flock, others lived in a 
neighborhood where there were 
many pigeons and pigeon flocks. 
Infection can take place from dust 
blowing about over pigeon drop­ 
pings, etc. 
The disease may be very pur­ 
ging because it often does not re­ 
semble an ordinary pneumonia at 
all. The patient may have noth­ 
ing mort titan a persistent cough,
